| was evident, fears existed that profit-taking 
might be encountered, 

When it was realised that there was no 
real selling pressure in any direction, the 
market rallied, and the price changes finally 
recorded were of little importance. 

As has been the case for some days past, 
the general public was in the market to only 
e trifling extent, transactions being almost 
entirely professional in character. 


RUBBER SHARES NEGLECTED. 


The Rubber Share Market was again 
almost entirely neglected, and the absence 
of attention, coupled with the rather easier 
tendency prevailing in the raw material de- 
partment, was reflected in a further slight 
marking down of values. Actually the losses 
were few in number, and for the most part 
of modest dimensions, but it was significant 
that every movement was adverse to Iders. 
Only a slow trade was put through in the 
commodity department, and prices were 
slightly easier. Spot and September closed 
at 3#d. per pound, with October to Decem- 
ber at 3#d. per pound, and January to March 
at 34d. per pound.

BRAZIL’S FINANCES. 

The Monthly Review of the Bank of 
London and South America—a valuable guide 
to conditions in the southern half of the 
Western Hemisphere, contains the following 
paragraph on Brazilian. Finance :— 

“The administration of Brazil's finances 
in recent times has engendered encomiums 
from various sources, intladthe the financial 
Press of London and New York, while the 
general trend of rising quotations for 
Brazilian Stocks confirms the increasing con- 
fidence of the public. Apart from liquidating 
the May-June instalments of the Consolidated 
Loan of 6; million pounds before due dates, 
the Federal Government remitted last month 
the sum of £216,940 to provide for the service 
of the funding loans due in June. The 
amount of revenue collected on behalf of the 
Federal Treasurv in the capital of Rio de 
Janeiro during the six months 2nd January 
to ist July was 119,177 contos, compared 
with 114,981 contos during the same period 
last year. The total amount of revenue so 
far collected throughout the country shows 
a substantial improvement, and for the five 
months January to May it is officially 
recorded at 44,993 contos gold and 516,305 
contos papet, compared with 28,790 contos 
gold and 465,972 contos paper during the 
same period of 1932. On the other hand, the 
expenditure for the 1933 period was 8,360 
contos’ gold and 736,178 contos paper, in 
contrast with 6,841 contos gold and 729,874 
contos paper last year. The excess of gold 
receipts over expenditure was 36,653 contos, 
whereas the excess of expenditure was 219,875 
contos r. However, by converting the 
gold at the current equivalent of Rs. 39264 
paper, there would appear to be a net surplus 
of some 46,000 contos paper.”

MEDICAL OFFICER’S 
REPORT. 
Dr. C. 8. Thomson, the Belfast Medical 


Superintendent of Health, in his annual 
report, states that Belfast is remarkably free, 
relatively, from slums. 

He points out that during the past fifty 
years the city centre has been largely re- 
planned and re-built. He states, however, 
that there is a shortage of small dwellings 
for the working classes. 

Dr. Thomson accounts for the absence of 
malaria to the steady influence of land 
drainage and: by the steps taken to counteract 
the menace of the mosquito. Typhoid also, 
he declares, is a disease of the past. A lot 
could be done to stop scarlet fever and 
diphtheria, and he drew special attention to 
the value of inoculation through the child 
welfare centres in the city. ‘*‘ By apt inocu- 
lation, he adds, we can win over many who 
will gladly give their sanction that their 
children receive protection.”

‘Rural NCechanisation. 


I see that at a recent meeting of the 
Longford Board of Health an eloquent 
protest against ‘‘ the un-Christian fashion 
of sacrificing human beings on the altar of 
machinery ’’ was made in connection with 
the dismissal of eight stone-breakers.

IMPROVEMENT IN 
BUSINESS. 


In the Dublin Cattle Market vesterdav 
brisker business was done than on last 
market day. There were on offer 3.536 
beasts, an increase of 635; 7,500 sheep 
and lambs, or 685 more than last week. 
Milch cows showed an increase of 45 to 
506. Pigs were down by 36 at 745. 

Prices were steady, in some instances 
better, and supplies were fairly well sold 
up. More buyers from across channel 
attended yesterday’s market. The German 
buyer, Herr Fasenfeld, of Bremen, bought 
about 250 in all of bullocks, heifers and 
young cows. He paid all round 20s. per 
cwt. for bullocks and heifers, and 17s. 
per cwt. for cows. About 50 bullocks were 
also bought for Belgium, The Scottish 
and London markets made marked demand 
for prime heavy-weight bullocks, and the 
Lancashire call was also good. 2ls. to 
24s. per cwt. was paid for useful] cattle, 
while the best sorts fetched 25s. to 26s. 
per cwt. 

There was a distinctly brisker trade for 
the increased supply of sheep and lambs. 
Prime qualitv lambs, whcih were not over- 
nientiful, sold at an advance of ahout 
9s. a head. Ewes were also somewhat 
hetter in price. All lots were cleared. and 
the top price for lambs was 27s. 6d. apiece. 

Good milch cows went better fhan last 
week. There was a fair demand for 
England. but the Scottish demand was 
not so good. The top price was about £38. 

4 South of Ireland demand helned the 
pig market to realise better prices by 
about 2s. per cwt. Good bacon pigs 
fetched 56s. to 60s. per cwt. Sows were 
dearer. because scarcer, and there was a 
keener demand for small sorts.

ULM TO TEY AGAIN.

Flight-Lieutenant ©. P. Ulm, whose 
monoplane, Faith in Australia, was 
damaged when it was being fuelled at 
Portmarnock Strand, County Dublin, on 
July 27th last, in preparation for its trans- 
Atlantic flight, hopes to return to Dublin 
within the next few days with his aero- 
plane to make another attempt to take-off 
for New York. 

It will be recalled that in July the 
under-carriage of the monoplane collapsed, 
and the machine was further damaged by 
the rising tide. Lord Wakefield of Hythe, 
on hearing of the mishap, offered to have 
the aircraft repaired, and it was taken to 
the works of Messrs. A. V. Roe and Co., 
Ltd., at Woodford Aerodrome, Manchester, 
for this purpose. 

The repairs have been completed, and 
Mr. Ulm hopes to undertake a test flight 
at Manchester to-day.

AIR DEFENCE. IN BERLIN. 


STATE.GRANTS FOR GAS- 
PROOF SHELTERS. 


Examples of the remarkably thorough 
preparations which are being made in Ger- 
many under the auspices of the Air Defence 
League for defence against aerial attack, are 
the appointment of “house air wardens ” 
for each apartment house, the training of 
fire-fighting azd first-aid teams, the forma- 
tion of local anti-gas squads, and the 
clearanee "f inflammable material from the 
lofts of riment houses.

It is announced that the public funds avail- 
able for the conditioning and renair of 
dwellings may also be drawn on by property- 
owners for the purpose of constructing 
shelters or preparing cellars. '

Tn ‘‘open country” movement in 


Ireland has grown considerably since 
the establishnient, in 1951, of the move- 
ment known as ' An Oige,” otherwise the 
Irish: Youth Hostel Association. ; 
This, a branch of the international associa- 
tion for “ hikers,’’ or ramblers, has cone much 
to facilitate the city dweller in taking a 
fresh-air holiday in those parts of Ireland 
that have the greatest scenic beauty. ‘‘ An 
Oige” has to-day a membership of nearly 
eight hundred ple, of whom all have 
Jearned to appreciate the value of the open- 
air life by taking themselves away irom 
cities and towns into the mountains of 
Wicklow. Last year the membership totalled 
five hundred. 


IN WICKLOW, 


An Irish Times representative who yester- 
day interviewed Mr. C. E. Trench, National 
Secretary, learned that the association has 
acquired three pen hostels in County 
Wicklow—namely, at Glencree, Laragh, and 
Humphrystown. A development of this year 
has been the temporary acquisition, from 
April until October, of an hostel at Brittas 
Bay, near Kilbride; Courity Wicklow. The 
hostels are all within a day’s walk of each 
other, and in this way form a “ chain ”’ 
for ramblers, which it is hoped to extend 
gradually throughout Ireland. For instance, 
through the work of interested “HE AR in 
each locality, it is intended to provide hostels 
in Wexford, Tipperary, Cork, Galway, and 
Mayo. 

Pending the provision of a hostel in every 
district, the association has arranged for 
special terms for its members at some fifty 
hotels and boarding-houses throughout the 


country. 
CHEAP ACCOMMODATION. 


It is thus possible for ramblers to enjoy 
the advantages of cheap pre-arranged accom- 
modation all over the Free State. At the 
hostels a small ‘‘ overnight charge ” allows 
for the use of bed and blankets, common 
room, cooking utensils. and heating. 

“ Our slogan,’”’ said Mr. Trench, “is: ‘The 
more members, the more hostels.’ Our work 
depends entirely on our funds, and, as our 
ideas appeal chiefly to young people, it 1s 
natural that we are not overburdened with 
wealth. We only have the advantage of the 
annual subscriptions, but, of course, the 
increase in membership over last year is very 
encouraging. 

“ Our chief diffieulty is the h level of 
rents in this country. It is a difficulty not 
shared by similar associations in England and 
Northern Ireland. Yet, as you see, the 
districts in which we ~~ our hostels are 
those in which one might expect rents to be 
on a low standard. 


DUBLIN MEMBERS. 


“ Our membership at the moment is chiefly 
confined to Dublin, because the urban popu- 
lation of Ireland is small, and it is in Dublin 
that the greatest need for such an associa- 
tion as ours exists. The city people are 
always most anxious to see the green fields 
and trees and mountains, and we aim at 
having a generation of people who will not 
merely enjoy these natural beauties, but 
will fight against any disfigurement of them. ” 


NEW FREE STATE 
STAMP ISSUE. 


TO MARK HOLY YEAR.

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The Free State Post Office is about to issue 
a new stamp. It is in commemoration of the 
Holy Year. The new stamp will be issued 
in the 2d. and 3d. denominations, and the 
issue will be limited in number and period, 
and meanwhile the ordinary issues of 2d. and 
3d. postage stamps will be retired. ! 

The design for the Holy Year stamp 1s 
the work of Mr. R. J. King, a young artist, 
who has been associated with the pictorial 
decoration of the Plaza in connection with 
the “Grand National and Derby Sweepstakes. 
The Plaza decorations were the work of 
Messrs. Harry Clarke and Sons, in which 
firm Mr. King is engaged. 

Mr. King, who is aged 25 years, is a 
Castlebar man, but finished his education at 
Westport, Co. Mayo, and when his family 
came to Dublin he joined the staff of Messrs. 
Harry Clarke and Sons. 

Mr. King’s design for the new stamp was 
one of a number submitted to a selection com- 
mittee of prominent artists. The committee’s 
choice was accepted by the Post Office 
authorities, who have already placed the 
design in the hands of engravers, and the 
plates are actually in process of manufacture. 

The new stamps will probably be on sale 
to the public early in September. The design 
is of an allegorical description, and one that 
the public are likely to approve as fulfilling 
the intention and the occasion. .

PRESERVATION OF 
DOLW YDDELAN. 


HE work in conection with the pre- 
servation of Dolwyddelan Castle, near 
Bettws-y-Cued, Caernarvonshire, which 
was scheduled as an ancient monument In 
1930, is now nearing completion, and, after 
the clearance of rubbish which covered the 
sits and of a closer examination of the 
masonry, it is possible to reconstruct in 
detail the history of the building. 

The dame Dolwyddelan first occurs in the 
middle of the thirteenth century, but the 
architecture of the castle enables the story to 
be carried back to an earlier period. After 
the death of Owain Gwynedd in 1170, the 
Principality was divided among his sons, and 
there is reason to think that Iorwerth 
Trwyndwn, the Flat-nosed, obtained the com- 
mote of Nani Conway, with its ‘seat at Dol- 
wyddelan. The earliest remains of the castle 
are the rectangular keep on the south-east 
side of the courtyard. 

Historically, it is not easy to place all the 
stages of the castle’s dorelopment within the 
thirteenth century, and it seems more reason- 
able to ascribe the keep to the time of Iorwerth 
or Owain gar Although this is earlier 
than one would expect to find so important a 
building in the centre of North Wales, it must 
be remembered that Owain was a powerful 
ruler in a position to utilise foreign workmen. 
There is, therefore, nothing impossible in an 
ascription to the years immediately before or 
after 1170. This building may well have seen 
the birth of lorwerth’s son, Liywelyn Fawr, 
which took place about 1173. 


A SECOND TOWER. 


The keep was never intended to stand 
alone, and a comparison with other castles of 
this period shows that it ley within a court. 
vard enclosed by a timber stockade. During 
the thirteenth century, probably in the 
earlier years of Liywelyn Fawr, the timber 
stockade was replaced by a stone curtain, 
with an entrance in the centre of the north- 
east side. In front of the entrance is a block 
of masonry, evidently the remains of the 
steps by which the courtyard was reached, In 
a projectioh to the north of the entrance are 


the shafts of two garderobes. The final addi. 


tion to the defences of the castle was the 
erection of a second tower in the north angle 
of the courtyard. The lowest stones of the 
door jambs of the tower-are still in situ, and 
these, together with the jambs of the south- 
western window, are of a fine-grained im- 

rted stone. This additional tower gave 

olwyddelan the appearance of the Welsh 
castles of the _ thirteenth century 
It may be _— concluded that the 
second tower at Dolwyddelan was 
added about 1257 in order to bring the eastle 
into line with the latest ideas of Welsh mili- 
tary defences. This tower consists of two 
storeys, the upper having a fine fireplace. 

The remaining alterations to the castle 
have no bearing on its purpose as a military 
work. In the keep a third floor had been 
inserted| above the principal chamber, the 
original lgable being replaced with a flat roof 
at the level of the parapet. The purpose of 
this alteration was to obtain additional 
domestic accommodation. 


400 YEARS IN RUINS. 


A charter of 1281 proves that Liewellyn 
was here in that year, while letters dated 
from Dolwyddelan attest the presence of 
Edward I. two years later. After that date 
the settlement became a bond will subject 
to the Principality, and there is no reason 
why the Constables of the castle should re- 
quire additional accommodation. This state 
of affairs continued until the later part of 
the fifteenth century, when in 1488 the castle 
was acquired by Maredudd ap lIevan, a 
descendant of Owain Gwynedd, whose family 
was settled in Eivionydd. It is recorded that 
Maredudd lived for some year in the castle 
before he built a new house at Pemamnen, 
lower down the valley, and this alteration 
to the keep may well date from his day. 
With his removal the castle became ruinous, 
a condition from which it was rescued in the 
nineteenth century, when the existing roof 
and battlements were added.

NO POLLUTION, SAYS 
PROPRIETOR.

cerning the famous Red Bank oyster beds 
at Baliyvaughan, County Clare, were emphati- 


| cally contradicted by the proprietor, Mr. C. 


Cregan, in an interview with an /rish Times 
representative yesterday. 

“ It is stated here,” said Mr, Cregan, pro- 
ducing a newspaper cutting, that disease se‘ 
in among the oysters in these beds and tha- 
this led to official condemnation. Both these 
statements are utterly without foundation. 
It is also said that there is now not a single 
oyster in the Burren feds at New Quay, 
and that a number of enterprising speculators 
are contemplating the re-laying of these beds 
as a commercial proposition. As a matter 
of fact, there are at present eighty thousand 
oysters in these beds, which | intend to re- 
open as a source of supply to the Dublin 
markets next month,’’ 

The closing down of these beds some thirty 
years ago, Mr. Cregan went on to explain, 
was due, not to any outbreak of disease 
among the oysters, but to a dispute between 
the then proprietor, his father, and the 
trade in Dublin, 

“The Red Bank beds are, in fact,” said 
Mr. Cregan, “ absolutely free from pollution '' 

There was a ve big market fo» these 
shell-fish in Dublin, and. Mr. Cregan 
has just undertaken to supply a number of 
hotels and ‘restaurants to the extent of ten 
thousand oysters per week during the coming 
season.

BURDEN WILL BE BORNE

If vou are a citizen of the Free State, the 
apples you buy soon will cost you more. 

To-morrow the new tariff of 1d. per lb. 
on all imported apples comes into operation, 
and fruiterers are agreed that it will have a 
serious effect upon the cost to the consuimer. 
In the case of cooking apples, the duty 1s 
equivalent to anything from fifty to one 
hundred per cent. ad valorem, and, in the 
case of dessert apples, twenty-five to thirty- 
five per cent, ; 

Home-grown dessert “CAM are an almost 
negligible quantity, and the only ones that are 
grown are a few early species, such as Beauty 


of Bath. 


Although a large amount of cooking apples 
is imported from Northern Ireland, dessert 
apples do not grow well in any part of the 
British Isles. Most of the dessert sea 
used in Ireland come from New Zealand, 
Australia, Tasmania and Canada. 


IMPORTS COMPULSORY. 


‘‘ All through the winter we shall be com- 
elled to import dessert apples,” Mr. R. 1. 
patho the head of the well-known Dublin 
firm of fruiterers, told me. ‘‘ If we were to 
be limited to the apples grown in the Free 
State, consumers would have to change their 
ideas considerably.”’ Pe 

The new season’s fruits are just beginning, 
and most of the best-known varieties are not 
yet on the market, It is not practicable to 
forestall the tariff. 

“The New Zealand fruit has already been 
in cold storage in Fngland or Scotland for 
two mouths, Mr. Knowles pointed out, 
“and to take them out, transfer them, and 
preserve them for any length of time would 
be impossible.”’

THE POPE PLANNING 
RELIEF MEASURES.

Tears marked the cheeks of the Pope 
as he sat listening to the report of an 
emissary from Russia who estimated that 
ten or twelve million persons there would 
die of famine during the coming winter. 

The Pope mastered his emotion and said 
quietly: “ We must find a way to prevent 
this at all costs.” 

It is believed that he is planning relief 
expeditions for Russia on the lines of 
those that he sent a few winters ago. 

The Pope drove to Castel Gandolfo, his 
summer residence on Lake Albano, a few 
miles from Rome, this morning. He 
started at seven o’clock, and the object of 
his surprise visit was to inspect the decora- 
tion and restoration work. 

On the return journey one of the tyres 
of his car burst, and he smilingly got out 
and stood on the roadside admiring the 
view while the chauffeur changed the tyre. 

By 11 o’clock the Pope was again in 
the Vatican. He would make no state- 
ment as to whether he intends to reside 
at Castel Gandolfo for a brief holiday.

NEW SCHEME FOR 
DUBLIN. 


TO BE FINANCED BY 
“SWEEP” FUND.

From a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


HE first steps have been taken to estab- 

lish an International Institute of Re- 

search in Dublin, the funds for which 
will be provided out.of the Hospital Sweep- 
stakes’ receipts. 

Last year a committee appointed by the 
Council of the Royal Academy of Medicine in 
Ireland drew up a detailed scheme for an 
Institute of Clinical Research. Subsequently 
another committee considered a similar 
scheme. 

A further development cccurred on the 
occasion of the last sweepstake draw, when 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin conernas Alfrea 
Byrne, ins appealed for the creation of an 
Internationa esearch Fund out of the 
receipts of the sweepstakes. The Lord Mayor 
had in mind cancer research particularly, but 
there was no immediate sequel to his speech. 
The matter, however, made serious progress 
when the Britisn Medical Association met in 
Dublin a few weeks ago. Some prominent 
members of that body suggested that some- 
thing should be done to show that the ‘pro- 
ceeds of the sweepstakes were not only for 
Irish hospitals, but for humanity at large. 

The suggestion waa very well received, and 
a few days ago at a general meeting of the 


Hospitals’ Trust, it was decided that a sub- 


committee be appointed to draw up a plan for 
research on an international basis, this sub- 
committee te associate itself with the com- 
mittee already formed from the Academy of 
Medicine in héis ' 

here is power. under the Public Hospitals 
Act of 1933. to give money for research work. 
The committee that has now been appointed 
will go ahead with the drafting of a scheme, 
and will present a report to the Minister 
whose sanction must be obtained before the 
money can be allocated. . 


POSSIBLE SCHEME. 

To some extent, the scheme may follow 
the lines of that drawn up last year by the 
Committee of the Academy of Medicine. 
That Committee felt that the amount of in- 
dependent investigation, more especially in 
what might be called ‘clinical research,” 
being carried out in Dublin was insignificant 
and “far from commensurate with the vigour 
of intellectual inquiry that might reasonably 
be expected from a capital city, the seat of 
two university bodies, and to whose hospitals 
has been entrusted the clinical education of 
the great majority of the practitioners in the 
State.” 

The unsatisfactory position in Dublin they 
attributed to lack of financial support. It 
was pointed out that money devoted to re- 
search in curative and diagnostic methods, 
whether from Government or private sources, 
had been the fundamental reason for the 
advance of more modern schools in Europe 
and America. 

_Another sub-committee appointed to con- 
sider a suitable scheme for co-ordinated re 
search proposed that a capital sum should be 
invested, and that the income should be ex. 
pended on the advice of a comparatively 
small Research Council. For eight to ten 

ears the amount devoted to research shoul 
be about half the income derived from the 
fund. “his half of the income should go to 
research workers in any suitable place—the 
hospitals and th university laboratories. 

Suitable men, the proposal of the sub- 
committee proceeded, might be paid yearly 
sums of from £200 to £400, and the expenses 
of technicians and apparatus might be met 
from the half income available. In this 
manner reseirch workers, as well as tech- 
nicians, could be trained, and the hospitals 
would be brought practically into the re- 


search atmosphere. It would also be pos- 
sible to send suitable men abroad for train- 
ing. 

The remaining half-income would be added 


to capital, and the amount saved in the

‘that under private ownership there was much 
more care of the fishing than when it was 
lone by Government watchers. The ‘ watch- 
mg’’ done by private owners was much 
better than that on Government-controlled 
fisheries. He thought that it was in the 
interests of the conntry that the amendment 
should be supported by the Senate. 

Mr. JOHNSON said that he thonght a 
distinction should be made between shooting 
rights and fishing rights. If there was a 
case for collective control it was in respect 
to fishing rights.

LIGHTS GO OUT.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 


S OME idea of the extraordinary havoc of 
the hurricane which has swept the 
Eastern States of America is revealed by 
reports just received from the coastal 
towns from New York to Virginia. 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New York, 
Virginia, Delaware and Maryland have al! 
been ravaged, and it is known that at 
least forty-two persons have lost their 
lives in these States, while the damage is 
estimated at millions of dollars. Fight of 
these are in the State of New Jersey. No 
fewer than twenty thousand telephones 
were put out of commission by the storm 
in the town of Trenton. 

The area swept by the hurricane was so 
great that even the. crops far inland have 
been devastated. 

In beautiful Maryland houses were 
swept out to sea, railways throughout the 
State are crippled, fertile fruit country 
has suffered immense damage, and seven 
people were killed in the gale. 


DAM BURST FEARS. 


In Ocean City, in New Jersey, gigantic 
waves shook the hotels on the sea-front, 
and visitors and residents fled in panic, 
leaving all their possessions behind them. 

The windows of houses near the sea were 
shattered, and motor cars literally buried 
in drifts of sand. Bie eo 

State-wide damage has been done in \ew 
Jersey, where there is still a danger of the 
breaking of the dam above the Spring 
Grove, which would let loose a flood of 
2,000,000 gallons of water on the town. 
There are grave feats also for the. 800 in- 
habitants of the village of Fleishman, on 
the slopes of the Catskills, who are wait- 
ing in terror lest the dam on Lake Switzer 
land should break and sweep them away. 

In Pennsylvania hundreds of persons 
who have been driven from their de- 
vastated homes by the gale are taking 
refuge in churches and schools, and the 
damage in this State alone is estimated at 
over £600,000. 

New York City felt the full forces of the 
storm, and horror was added to the general 
uneasiness when it was seen that the lignts 
on the top of the Statue of Libérty and the 
famous light at Sandy Hook had been ex- 
tinguished by the gale. The torrential 
rain flooded the lower-lying houses of the 
city, and many of the streets resembled 
rushing rivers. 5 


FIRE PERIL, TOO. 


Roofs were ripped off by thé violence of 
the wind and trees uprooted, and many 
persons had to be treated for injuries from 
falling objects. 

The police and firemen were harassed by 
frequent outbreaks of fire. Harbour boats 
were torn away from their moorings, and 
buoys which have broken away are drift- 
ing about in the harbour, a constant 
menace to shipping. 

Fort Monroe, on the Virginia coast, 
reports the worst storm in the fort’s his- 
tory. The entire post was inundated by 
the waves, and the hospital is full of 
refugees. The anti-aircraft gun station 
was wrecked, and the officers’ club partly 
demolished, while all temporary buildings 
connected with the fort were wired out. 
Owing to the flooding of the dynamos the 
electric lights failed, and darkness added 
to the perils of the floods.

rights, which would have very little sporting 
value. They would all want the same price 
for their rights as their neighbours. There 
would be no co-operation, and consequently 
no letting, and these sporting amenities would 
gradually deteriorate. 
Mr. DUFFY said that a considerable 
amount of employment was given in district 
where game rights, and sporting rights in 
general, were strictly preserved. Even from 
the poacher’s point of view, it would be 
worth while to support the amendment— 
(laughter)—while from the point of view of 
attracting tourists to the country it would be 
very valuable. 


MINISTER’S VIEW. 


Mr. AIKEN replied that sporting rights 
were vested in the tenants and fishing rights 
in the Land Commissicn. The Government 
wished to take power so that, where the 
tenants wished to purchase the sporting 
rights, the Land Commission should have the 
power to acquire those rights and vest them 
in the tenants. As regards fishing rights, if it 
were in the best interests of the people that 
these should be vested in the tenants, the 
Land Commission could acquire the rights, 
even though no application had been made. 

Mr. BROWN said that the section would 
pat an end to the fishing rights in the 
country. It was only by strict watching that

It 
has been latent for many months past— 
i ever since a small group of Socialists, 
under M. Renaudel, announced its inten- 
tion to support the Government in all 
circumstances. France at the moment is 
under the sway of a Radical Government, 
headed by M. Daladier, and the object of 
this small group of schismatics was to 
avert any possibility of the fall of the 
Government and of a return to power of 
the “Right” bloc. Its professions were 
viewed without any. great concern until 
this year’s Budget was found to include a | 
sweeping programme of salary “ cuts ” for 
the sake of economy. The mass of 
Socialists, who help to keep M. Daladier 
in office, refused to tolerate the ‘‘.cuts,”’ 
and demanded that he should institute a 
fully-blown Socialist programme, which 
included the nationalisation of nearly every 
service that mattered to the country. M. 
Renaudel’s mutineers, on the other hand, 
voted with the Government in favour 
of the Budget. Since then they have been 
objects of the deepest suspicion to the 
orthodox Socialists, of M. Leon Blum’s 
following, and all manner of charges has 
been levelled against them. They have 
been accused of an effort to substitute 
““ National Socialism,’’ after the German 
model, for trne Socialism, and even have 
been denounced as Fascists. 

It is curious that, in the teeth of this 
hostility, M. Renaudel’s group not only 
has remained loyal to its professions, but 
actually has increased in strength. It now 
numbers 54 members, out of the 
Chamber’s total of 145 Socialists, and its 
views clearly demand consideration. Quite 
recently M. Renaudel snapped his fingers 
at the Socialist Congress, and pledged his 
support to the Radicals for next year’s 
Budget. The rebels’ case, accordingly, 
has been brought forward for judgment 
by the Second (Socialist) International, 
which is in session at the moment. There 
are, as we gather, three possibilities— 
that the rebels will recant, that they will 
leave the orthodox Socialist fold of their 
own accord, or that they will be thrown 
out of it. The real choice lies between the 
first and third course, with the proba 
bility in favour of the third. In a mani- 
festo which the dissidents published this 
week they have made out an extremely 
good case for the mutiny, and the funda- 
mentalists, if they expel them, will not 
expel them without many strivings of con- 
science. The “ intellectual ” difference 
between the two groups boils down to one 
fact—that M. Blum’s followers insist on 
a wide Socialist policy which will take 
little or no account of the French nation 
as a nation, while the dissidents hold that 
Socialism must pursue its tasks “ within 
the national framework.”’ 

This French quarrel is a matter of no 
little significance to the rest of the 
world; for the Socialists always have 
been France’s peace party. They have 
struggled consistently against any in- 
crease in her armaments, and have done 
all in their power to further the cause 
of general disarmament. If Socialism 
in France is weakened by this split, 
a very efficient brake to her ambitions 
will be removed. M. Renaudel and 
his following are, if not militaristic, 
at any rate inclined to look askance on all 
efforts to reduce her armaments. When 
the Budget, with its threat of salary 
‘‘ cuts ” appeared, the orthodox Socialists 
wished to economise instead by a whole- 
sale reduction of French armaments: the 
mutineers would have nothing of this 
reduction. They maintain, indeed, that 
“the nation must be prepared to defend 
itself as long as arbitration and the inter- 
national control of disarmament are not 
established.” We may be sure that, if 
they shatter Socialism in France, their 
country’s will for peace will become pro- 
gressively smaller, and her desire to 
retain the hegemony of Europe will 
become more intense—especially when the 
antics of Chancellor Hitler give her a 
perfect excuse for aggressive precautions. 
Yet it is good to see that French Socialists 
are not bogged entirely by the cloudy 
idealism of Socialists in other countries. 
If British and Irish Labour were as ready 
to face facts as are these French dissidents, 
Britain and Ireland might be better and 
more prosperous places, 


Problems of the Pacific. 

A portentous activity in the naval yards 
of Japan and the United States lends 
fresh urgency to the problems which con- 
front the Conference of Pacific Relations 
now in session in Canada. That both 
great Powers should be busily engaged in 
elaborate preparations for marine defence | 
at the moment when their delegates in 
Banff seek a way to peace is not without 
irony. The race for sea power—with 
Britain comfortably out of the running— 
is, however, only one aspect of a situation 
which threatens the peace of the 
world. Every country with an in- 
terest is, the Pacific recognises—or 
professes to recognise—that a frank 
discussion may do much to elucidate 
matters which are not perfectly understood 
even by the disputants. To create a 
propitious atmosphere is, therefore, the 
rea] aim of the present Conference. The 
greater issues loom continually in the 
background, but most of the delegates are 
content to leave them there in the hope | 
that, if the Conference succeeds, their 
work may bear fruit in a later and more 
formal meeting of the nations. Thus 
Britain and Japan have discussed in 
detail their differences over the Indian.

Delegates from the United States—a 
country always fertile in academic 
theory—have attacked all the problems in 
the spirit with which we became familiar 
from the lips of their compatriots during 
the recent Educational Conference in 
Dublin. National interests, they aver, no 
longer exist. The solution of all political 
and economic ills lies in school instruction 
in “ history, economics, and international 
co-operation.”” While these loved poly- 
syllables meet with the respect that they 
deserve, the delegates of Japan and China 
have shown a regrettable disposition to 
intrude their own quarrel. Manchuria, in- 
deed, is the King Charles’s head of the 
Conference. China points out that some 
outlet must be available for her surplus 
population; Japan: mentions with aloof 
calm that her population is likely to 
increase by nearly fifty per cent. in the 
next thirty years. In the frig:d courtesy 
with which these arguments § are 
exchanged the observer may detect some- 
thing of the strain that all the Pacific 


nations share to-day. 
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Andorra’s Crisis. 


The last few days have seen a truly 
startling incident in Europe—the sudden 
invasion of a small country by the forces of 
a Great Power. As our readers know, the 
people of Andorra, that tiny republic of 
the Pyrenees, revolted recently against 
their ancient form of government. Hitherto 
a Council of Elders has ruled Andorra 
under the supreme authority of the two 
‘* Co-Princes ’’—the President of France 
and the Spanish Bishop of Urgel. Andorra 
is a lonely spot, but even the Pyrenees 
could not exclude modern ideas; and the 
people—there are 7,500 of them—began to 
chafe against the severely paternal] rule 
of the Council of Elders. Some months ago, 
by a peaceful revolution, they deposed the 
old Council and elected a new body of six, 
which shares their own liberal views for 
the future development of the Republic. 
These persons, with most of the inhabitants 
behind them, propose to put Andorra on 
the map of twentieth-century TFurope. 
They are tired of their pastoral poverty and 
monotony. They have devised schemes 
that will bring the wealth and hectic 
gaiety of Monte Carlo into their mountain 
fastnesses. It is reported that they are in 
touch with an Australian syndicate which 
wishes to organise a sweep like that of the 
Irish Hospitals Trust, and with another 
syndicate which is planning a casino, golf 
courses and swimming baths, The “' Co- 
Princes ’’’ vetoed these ambitions and 
outlawed the new Council ; and the trial of 
strength will culminate, next week, in a 
general election. In this crisis the French 
Government has thrown armed force into 
the scale against democratic liberties. 
Fifty gendarmes have descended upon 
Andorra in the first invasion which the 
country has suffered for seven hundred 
years. Their ostensible mission is to keep 
the peace for the general election, but the 
situation is full of dangerous possibilities. 
The people regard this invasion as. an 
assault upon their rights, and the Andorran 
Army (six gendarmes) stands grimly at 
bay. Anything may happen, and we are 
surprised at the apparent apathy of Mr. 
Arthur Henderson. Here, surely, is a case 
for instant intervention by the League of 
Nations.

Mice at Sea. 


From time out of memory the common 
rat has shown a strong partiality for a 
maritime existence. The history of the 
sea is filled with legends of the long and 
disreputable connection. Little emerges to 
the rat’s credit, except its proverbial ability 
to foresee disaster in advance, which may 
have saved the lives of a few superstitious 
travellers. Against any good that it may 
have done by this uncanny prescience must 
be balanced the formidable bill which ship- 
owners pay every year to repair its 
ravages. Of late, however, a curious 
revolution has taken place in the dark 
holds of ships where the rat has reigned 
supreme. Great numbers of mice have 
developed an unexpected taste for sea- 
faring, and the rats are now in a minority. 
Whether the rats were worsted in some 
mysterious way by their puny rivals, or 
whether they have become weary of the 
sea and wish to retire to a comfortable 
warehouse ashore is an enigma that may 
be left to those whose business it is to 
understand such things. For them the 
arrival of the mice has created a new 
problem. Mice eat as much as the pests 
which they have displaced, and their other 
habits are not more attractive. All great 
ports now have their staffs of trained rat- 
catchers, armed with traps and cylinders 
of poison gas, and these officials have 
revised their methods to deal with the new 
menace. Experience has shown that mice, 
as well as rats, carry the germs of bubonic 
plague, but a general agreement among 
the nations has done much to remove the

FOR 1932. 


The. number of registered limited com- 
panies in the Free State at the end of 1932 
was 1,963. During the year 166 new com- 
panies were registered, and 28 were dissolved 
after voluntary liquidation. This is stated in 
the eleventh annual report by the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce for 1932. 
Winding-up proceedings were begun during 
the year in 41 voluntary liquidations and six 
compulsory liquidations by order of the Court. 

The total number of companies registered 
as private companies in the year was 149, 
making a total on the Register of 1,721. 

The total number of business names 
registered was 6,890. 

The nominal share capital represented by 
the 160 companies registered in the year was 
£1,773,850. 

With regard to the industries: with which 
the companies were concerned only one, with 
a capital of £50,000, was concerned with agri 
culture. ; : 

The largest amount of capital is that of the 
banks, totalling £5,796,018. Five banks are 
registered in the Free State. There are 18 
insurance and finance companies, with a total 
capital of £2,308,600; 59 millers and bakers 
have a share capital of £2,901,530. There are 
eight distillers, with a total capital of 
£2,063,525, and sixteen brewers, with a total 
capital of £1,969,1€0.

We might 
also set about increasing our consumptive 
powers by immigrition schemes—a new 
plantation policy. Mr. de Valera says that 
we should be all right 1f we had a popula- 
tion of from seventeen to twenty millions, 
but at the present rate of growth, about 
20.000 a year, we shall not have seventeen 
millions for about seven hundred vears, and 
even farmers might grow impatient in the 
meantime. 

I see nothing but difficulties. A return to 
the Union wouid pay, but is unthinkable, 
and so is any sort of economic union. With 
Great Britain continuing to move in the 
direction in which she is moving at present, 
there seems to be no sense whatever in our 
trying to rebuild our broken economic system 
simply on a basis of trade with her. Economic 
self-sufficiency will leave us less comfortable 
than we we 'e when that trade flourished, but 
we shall probably be driven to it, willy nilly, 
whether we have de Valera or Cosgrave. All 
that we can do is put up with the discom- 
fort, eat more meat and brown bread, drink 
more milk, smoke less or do it more privately, 
burn turf, EA trees and care for them, read 
the. /rish Times, wear linen and friezes, and, 
perhaps, import half a million Jews from 
Germany and teach them Irish, and make

Given suitable 
weather and the best of expert curing, 
smokable crops might be produced in the 
South of Eng and, but the vagaries of our 
climate do not lead to the speculation that 
tobacco-growing in this country can 
become a profitable undertaking. 


Loans to American Farmers. 


More than 200,000,000 = dollars

C ENEKAL C'DUFFY 'S meeting, under the auspices of the 


National Guard Association, last night, was banned under 
dramatic circumstances a few moments before the time fixed for the 


meeting to take place. 


Waterford’s main thoroughfare—The Mall—was crowded 
with a dense mass of peop!e, who had flocked in from the city and 


all parts of the county. 


While the crowd were awaiting the arrival of General 
O'Duffy, an officer of the Civic Guards made his way through the 
people to Mr. O'’Phelan, the area organiser of the National Guard, 
and informed him that, by order of the Government, the meeting 
could not be held, and that, 1f necessary, force would be used to 


prevent it. 


Simultaneously the crowd was thrown into a state of excitement by

the arrival of a large body of Civic Guards, who arrived in motor lorries, 
having been driven in from the surrounding stations in the county. 


The Guards took up positione round The Mall, and a number of 


them went into the City Hall, took up guard 


on the stairs and in the 


Council Chamber, from the’ windows of which the speeches would have

been made. 


General O'Duffy, accompanied by Mr. Ernest Blythe, arrived in a 


motor car, and when they were seen to alight there was a rush by a 


big 


section of the crowd, which was cheering wildly, to follow them into the 


hotel. 


General O'Duffy made his way into the hotel where he was im- 


mediately interviewed by Chief Superintendent Murphy of the Civic 


Guard. 


After his interview the Guards Superintendent left the hotel, ar“ 
then General O'Duffy came out on to the steps of the hotel, but when he 


made aa attempt to address the crowd he got a mixed reception. 


There 


were cheers, counter-cheers, shorts and boohing, and the din was so 
great that not a single word could be heard. After a few minutes General 
O'Duffy cave up the effort and retired into the vestibule of the hotel, but 
later made yet another attempt to address the gatherire. If anything, his 
second appearance created greater pandemonium, and he again retired. 


| General O'Duffy then explained to the pressmen that it was 
nat the purnose of the National Guard to be in conflict with the 


Civic Guards, and that the meeting would be ahandoned.

was what he wanted to say to the people, as we'l as to thank them 
for attending in such great numbers, and to advise them to go home 


peacefully. 


Subsequently the crowd dispersed, but some people hung about 
in groups. ard as the nicht went on there was some scuffing, and 
ene man, believed to have been a member of the banned National 
Guard, was reported to have been badly beaten and to have had 


his head injured. 


The crowd remained on the streets until a late hour, together 
with a larg force of Civic Guarcs, but, apart from a great deal of 
shouting, there was no disturbarce.

“Up, O'Dufty,” and 
counter cries of “ Up, de Valera,’’ being 
heard from time to time. 


GENERAL O'DUFFY 
ARRIVES. 


At, 25 minutes past eight General 
O'Duffy arrived in a motor car from 
Dublin, and was welcomed on arrival at 
the Imperial Hotel by Colonel Carew and 
several members of the Association. He 
was accompanied by Mr. Ernest Blythe, 
ex-Minister of Finance, and Mr. R. 
Mulcahy,ex-Minister of Local Government. 
\ieanwhilea Space of several hundred square 
vards had been cleared by the Civic 
Guards in front of the Hotel and a cordon 
was drawn across its approaches. As he 
moved up the steps of the hotel cheers 
ayvain broke out, in the midst of which a 
considerable volume of boohing could be 
distinguished. 

Several sections of the crowd attempted 
to close in round the hotel entrance, but 
were again hustled back a considera! 
distance. So perfect was the organisation” 
of the Civic Guards that in a flash a large 
area was again cleared, and for several

General O’Duffy and his entourage,

The object of the conference subsequently 
became apparent when it was observed 
that the crowd had been allowed to 
approach closer to the steps of the hotel, 
end it was announced that Genera! 
O'Duliy intended to address just a few 
words to the gathering. 


ON THE HOTEL STEPS. 


_As soon as General O'Duffy, accom- 
panied by ilr. Blythe and others, ap- 
peared on the hotel steps he met with a 
mixed reception. Cheers and shouts of 
‘“ Up, O’ Duffy ” were vigorous and entliu- 
siastic, but the volume of boohing and 
groaning increased, and General O’ Duffy 
and those with him were f ~ the time 
being forced to retire into the hotel 
precincts 

After a lapse of several minutes he re- 
appeared on the hotel steps, still smiling 
pleasantly. He had just bowed and 
opened his mouth to speak when he was 
But 
this time the hostility was more apparent, 
and the shouting and booing had in- 
The din was deafen- 
ing, and large numbers of young men and 
women on the outskirts of the crowd broke 
into ‘* Soldiers of the Legion of the Rear- 
guard.” It was now impossible to hear 
anything said at a distance of a few feet. 

General O'Duffy stood calm and un- 
moved, waiting for an opportunity to 
speak. It was evident that no such oppor- 
tunity would be allowed, and General 
O’ Duffy, who was to all intents and pur- 
poses howled down, was 
desist from any further attempts to make 
himself heard. 


ADVISED TO RETIRE, 


Inspector Harte approached him at this 


| juncture, and advised him to retire, as no 
| hope could be entertained of making him- 


self audible, and that any attempt to do 
so would only lead to friction between 
the hostile elements. 

General O’ Duffy accepted the Inspector's 
advice and retired again. 

In a short statement made to Press 
representatives in the hotel he said that, 
since the meeting had been proclaimed by 
the Government, it was not his intention 


| nor the purpose of the National Guard to 


come into conflict with the Civic Guards. 
Accordingly he had decided to postpone 
the meeting. He added that it was his 
intention to thank the people for their 
attendance in such large numbers, and 
to advise them to go home peaceably. 
That, he said, was the best thing to do. 


SCUFFLES. 


Crowds remained in the vicinity of the 
hotel until a late hour. Further attempts 
to break through the cordon were 
frustrated, but scuffles took place here 
and there at isolated points. These, how- 
ever, were quickly suppressed, It was 
stated that a knife had been thrown at 
the police at one period, but this was later 
officially denied. 

At a later stage it was stated that 
several heavy wooden cudgels were seized 
from several young men in the crowd. 

As General O’Duffy’s car left the hotel 
for the garage it was followed by a crowd 
along William street, under the impres- 
sion that General O'Duffy was the 
occupant, but, finding that he was not 
inside, the crowd quickly dispersed. 

In the course of one scuffle a man. 
stated to be a member of the National 
Guard, was roughly handled in the 
crowd, and sustained a rather severe 
injury to the head and face. :

Foreign shipping companies. will in 
future be treated on the same footing as 
German shipping companies as regards 
bookings of passages by Germans. New 
regulations issued to-day by the Foreign 
Currency Control Department say that 
henceforth Germans may book their 
passages with foreign shipping agents. 
Their payments, however, must not exceed 
the amount of the fare plus their expenses 
on board the vessel. A refund of money 
not used during the journey must be made 
in Germany. | 

This stipulation is intended to prevent 
a flight of capital from Germany. 

Passage money received in foreign 
eurrencies can be transferred, while the 
transfer in foreign currencies of Reichs- 
mark bookings is subjected to certain 
restrictions. Foreign agencies wil] be 
allowed to transfer to their home offices 
amounts not exceeding 50 per cent. of the 
transfers in the corresponding month of 
last year, while they are at liberty to 
defray their expenses in Germany from 
such Reichsmark takings. Requests for 
higher transfers must be left to the deci- 
sion of the Ministry of Economics.

WORLD JURISTS’ BID FOR

BERLIN, Thursday. 


bos trial of the persons accused of 
setting fire to the Reichstag has been. 


September 21st. Some sessions of the 
Court will be held in Berlin previously, 
where evidence will be taken on the actual 
scene of the alleged incendiarism. 

The five men accused of setting fire to 
the Reichstag are:—Ernst Torgler (40), 
former Communist Reichstag deputy, 
whose counsel is Dr, Sack; the twenty- 
four years’ old Dutch workman, Marinu 
van der Lubbs, whose counsel, appointed 
by the Court, is Dr. Suffert, and three 
Bulgarians—Georgi Dikitroff (51), a 
writer ; Blagoi Popoff (31), a student, and 
Wassil Taneff (36), shoemaker. These 
three will be defended by Dr. Teichert, 
of Leipzig. 

The prosecution has invited 110 
witnesses and experts to attend, but this 
number will be increased. 

The Public Prosecutor’s indictment is 
a volume of 250 pages, while no fewer than 
thirty-five thick bundles of documents 
have had to be read through by the 
judges. 


PRE-ELECTION SCARE, 


The fire in the Reichstag occurred on 
the evening of February 26. The Nazis de- 
scribed it as a ‘‘monstrous act of 
terrorism committed by Bolshevists in 
Germany. Orders were issued for the 
arrest oi. the 100 Communist deputies, and 
a ban was put on Communist newspapers. 

The origin of the outbreak has always 
been the subject of fierce controversy. It 
is alleged by the opponents of the Nazis 
that the Nazis themselves were responsible 
for the outbreak, and that they used it 
to stampede the country in the election 
which followed.

Replying to the Public Prosecutor’s invi- 
tation to forward this material to the Reich 
Supreme Court at Leipzig, M. Branting 
firsts makes the point that the Public 
Prosecutor's request indicates that the 
evidence in the possession of the German 
judicial authorities is inadequate, and goes 
on to say that it is clearly most important 
that all material which could serve the 
cause of truth should be laid before the 
Reich Court, “ but it is self-evident that 
material which is of value to the defence of 
the accused should not now, after the 
indictment has been drawn up and trans- 
mitted to the Court, be laid before the 
Court by the prosecution, but rather by 
the defence.” But guarantees for a com- 
plete and objective use of this material 
must be given ; the most valuable material 
would be useless if it were not employed to 
the advantage of the accused. i 

M. Branting says that he does not doubt 
that the commission would be ready to 
place the entire material at the disposal 
of the defence if ‘‘ there were adequate 
assurance for a free and independent 
defence of the accused.’’ He then states 
the essential conditions for this step, 
among them that the accused should have 
free choice of defending counsel. 


TRIAL SAFEGUARDS. 


The Public Prosecutor, in reply, says 
that it is for him “ of minor importance 
whether the material in question be laid 
before the Court by the prosecution or 
defence.” The accused have free choice 
of defending counsel ‘‘ from among the 
advocates admitted to German courts and 
the professors of law at German univer- 
sities.'” The Court alone could approve the 
admission of foreign defending counsel, 
and German judicial procedure permits 
their employment only ‘‘ in co-operation 
with German counsel, whose agreement 
jointly to conduct the defence with a 
foreign colleague is thus a condition of 
admittance.’’ 

There is.no ground for fear for the 
security of defending counsel or of 
witnesses nominated by the commission, 
but he (the Public Prosecutor) is pre- 
pared to apply for special police protec- 
tion. The Court must decide whether wit- 
nesses nominated by the defence are to be 
heard, but he (the Public Prosecutor) 
would vigorously support the nomination 
of all witnesses who are in a position to 
give evidence likely to elucidate the truth. 

This letter of the Public Prosecutor is 
described in the Berlin newspapers as a 
well-deserved and dignified rebuff for two 
foreigners who impudently have tried to 
interfere in German legal procedure, out of 
purely agitatory anti-Hitler motives. 

The Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung says 
that a refusal of the Suit scmintifinted com - 
mission to hand over to the German Court 
the alleged documentary evidence in the 
commission's possession justifies the con- 
clusion that the commission does not 
possess any real evidence at all.

QUESTION OF WORKING

HE International Wheat Conference 
met again in London yesterday, and 
adjourned. A meeting of the importing 
countries will be held at 10.30 this morn- 
ing, followed by a full meeting an hour 
later. 

Considerable disappointment was ex- 
pressed by many of the delegates to the 
Conference, writes a Press Association 
correspondent, that agreement was not 
reached. .Strenuous efforts have been 
made, both by the representatives of the 
importing and exporting countries, to 
reconcile their differences. 

The real issue before the Conference is, 
in effect, to secure an agreement between 
the importing countries which will fit into 
the framework provided by the agreement 
which had already been accomplished by 
the four big wheat-exporting countries—

It is understood that the main point in 
the agreement was a decision to limit pro- 
duction by 15 per cent. But that still 
leaves the Conference with the all-impor- 
tant question of price levels. To-day the 
success of the Conference will depend on 
whether or not agreement is reached on 
the subject of the average price. 

The meeting of the importing countries 
which will precede the opening of the Con- 
ference will be occupied in an effort to 
formulate a unanimous decision on this, 
so that the importing countries may pre- 
sent a united front to the exporting coun- 
tries. 

Up till last night a few delegates had 
still to receive their instructions from 
their Governments. 

Much speculation is rife on the question 
of the probable figure which will be agreed 
on, and it is generally felt that it will 
be something in the region of 40s. a 
quarter. This is in spite of the natural 
desire on the part of the British delega- 
tion that it should be at least 45s. 


KEY TO PROSPERITY. 


All the world is awaiting to-day’s der 
sion; for the price of wheat—as one 
delegate pointed out—is the key to the 
price of all other commodities, and world 
prosperity depends on a stabilised price. 

The following communiqué was issued : 

“At the Wheat Conference this after- 
noon in Canada House the importing 
countries indicated their attitude to the 
terms of the draft agreement. A discussion 
ensued, and there will be a further meet- 
ing at 11.30 a.m. to-morrow. 

“The importing countries will meet at 
10.30 a.m. to-morrow. The subject of the 
average price of wheat to be attained for 
a fixed period before the adjustment of 
Customs tarifis will also be discussed. 

“The Conference adopted a report pre 
sented by Professor Laur, Switzerland, on 
the decisions taken at this morning’s 
meeting of the importing countries. 

“The following countries are to be 
represented on the Wheat Advisory Com- 
mittee: France, Germany, Italy, Spain, 
Switzerland and the United Kingdom, 
and jin addition one North European 
country drawn from Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark, Finland, Estonia and Latvia, 
to be subsequently decided upon. 

‘The importing countries considered 
that France, Italy, Germany and the 
United Kingdom should be represented as 
being large producing and importing 
countries. Switzerland was chosen ¢s 
representing the central group composed 
of those States whose agricultural wealth 
is derived largely from cattle-breeding— 
Australia, Belgium, Czechoslovakia, the 
Irish Free State, the Netherlands, and 
Switzerland. Similarly, Spain represents 
the Southern European group—Spain, 
Greece and Portugal.’’ 


U.S. EXPORT SUBSIDY. 


The expectations in American grain 
circles that Mr. Henry Wallace, the 
United States Secretary for Agriculture, 
will take steps to carry out his recent 
threat to subsidise wheat exports have 
been revived by the reports from London, 
says Reuter’s New York Correspondent, 
the postponement of which followed much 
more optimistic reports, which gave no 
indication of the flood of reservations re- 
sulting from the latest London conversa- 
tions. These reservations are reported to 
be unacceptable to the big exporting 
nations. Meanwhile, the grain markets 
have virtually ignored the early reports 
that an agreement was imminent.

COTTON AND THE 
FAR EAST. 


In a leading article The Times observes : 
This morning a delegation of the textile 
trades, of which Sir William Clare Lees is 
chairman, will sail for India in order to 
take part in a tripartite discussion with 
the representatives of the Indian and 
the Japanese cotton industries. The reason 
for this mission, which may prove to be 
of great importance to Lancashire, is the 
very difficult situation which has arisen i” 
the Far East and elsewhere owing to the 
great intensification of Japanese competi- 
tion during the last year or two. Japanese 
competition in the cotton trade is, of 
course, no new thing. It has been felt in 
an increasing degree during the past 
decade, not only by the British, but also 
by the Indian cotton industry. But during 
the later phases of the present world-wide 
depression it has become extraordinarily 
acute, owing chiefly to the depreciation 
of the yen, which has given the Japanese 
exporters a substantial advantage over 
their rivals. This has enabled the 
Japanese to invade the Indian home 
market, to undermine Lancashire's export 
trade not only in India, but also in Egypt 
and the Dutch East Indies, and to dis- 
place Indian, as well as British, textiles 
from several Empire markets, such as 
Ceylon and Kenya, Tanganyika and the 
Union of South Africa. 

Sir William Clare Lees and his 
colleagues, adds The Times, are embark- 
ing on a novel venture in the sphere of 
commercial diplomacy, which will afford 
them a double opportunity of fruitful 
action. On the one hand, they will be 
able to dispel the growing suspicion in the 
minds of the Japanese ple—which, 
wholly ill-founded though it is, it would 
be idle to ignore--that Great Britain and 
the Empire have embarked upon an anti- 
Japanese policy, by a frank and business- 
like discussion of common difficulties, It 
would be a mistake, proceeds The Times, 
to under-estimate the difficulties that are 
bound to be encountered in a world which 
is still engaged, almost everywhere, in 
throttling international trade.

I” view of the extent to which 

Senators were at cross-purposes dur- 
ing the early stagés of yesterday 's resumed 
debate on the Committee stage of the Land 
Bill, it was all the more surprising that a 
discussion which had been expected to run 
into to-morrow should have ended before 
eight o'clock last night. 

All the amendments have been disposed 
of, and Senators now have a respite until 
Tuesday, when the Report stage wil] come 
on, and that wearisome conflict which for 
weeks has dragged its slow course through 
Dail and Senate will enter upon another 
phase. 

In view of this remorseless march of 
argument, it came as rather a shock to 
discover, soon after the House met yester- 
day, that apparently some prominent poli- 
ticians still are rather vague in their con- 
ceptions as to what the fundamental pur- 
pose of the bill is, or, at least, as to the 
particular lines their own parties take. 

The matter arose on a suggestion by The 
MacGillycuddy of the Reeks for the inser- 
tion of a clause in the bill to prevent sub- 
letting of distributed lands by providing 
for the dispossession of those tenants of 
acquired lands who do not work them 
properly. The proposal gained piquancy 
later from a statement by Mr. Counihan 
that a farm of his which had been acquired 
by the Land Commission some years ago 
had been rented by him from the allottees, 
and worked in that manner until last year. 

Mr. Farren, Leader of the Labour Party, 
intervened in the debate, but his state- 
ment that he agreed with The Mac- 
Gillyeuddy in principle was not very 
helpful, as he was opposing the sug- 
gestion on the ground that it would be 
‘penal ' discrimination against .new 
tenants, in view of the fact that others 
who had acquired lands under the last 
Land Act were not subject to the same 
condition. 

After this interesting differentiation 
between principle and practice, the House 
heard another expression on the subject 
from Mr. Farren’s colleague, Mr. Duffy, . 
about whose attitude there was nothing 
equivocal. Take the land from those 
who have more than the value 
stipulated in the bill, said Mr. Duffy, 
but if one of the new allottees, dependent 
for his living on the holding, thinks he 
can do better by sub-letting it, by all 
means let him do so. 

Mr. Comyn, who figures generally in 
the deliberations of the Second Chamber 
as a sort of special counsel for the Govern- 
ment, is too astute a lawyer to add much 
clarity by his interventions. His assurance 
to The MacGillycuddy that the provision 
which he envisaged was already estab- 
lished in the bill was explicitly contra- 
dicted by Mr. O'Hanlon. 

All this controversy, however, had no 
appeal for Mr. Aiken, the Actiug Minister . 
for Lands and Fisheries, who assured the 
House, in his usual succinct. fashion, that 
there was no intention of dealing with 
the new tenants in that manner, and there 
the project dropped. 


SPORTING RIGHTS. 


Even on the subject of sporting rights, 
the Minister preserved an adamant front 
against the strong arguments made in 
favour of an amendment, also moved by 
The MacGillycuddy to exempt those rights 
which were exercised by a tenant or 
lessee, or by an owner resident in the 
Free State, from liability to compulsory 
acquisition. In this case, however, the 
overwhelming feeling of the House carried 
the issue against Lim. 

Fishing rights were the aspect of this 
question with which the House was mainly 
concerned, and Senators, as a whole, were 
in agreement with ‘the opinion of Mr. 
Brown that. if these were vested in the 
Land Commission, salmon-fishing in the 


a few years. It would have been super- 
fluous to labour the results of this. 

Even Mr. Duffy threw in whole-hearted 
support: from the; Labour benches to tes- 
tify to the value of preservation for all 
concerned, not omitting that oft-over- 
looked sharer in the fruits of the river— 
the humble poacher. 

In face of this it was a forlorn hope for 
a Fianna Fail Senator to call a division 
on the amendment, and the Chairman had 
only. to ascertain the number which he 
would muster on such a  division—it 
proved to be four—to decide that the 
amendment was carried. 

After this rapid progress was made with 
the remaining amendments. The general 
tenor of debate ran smoothly until the 
adjournment, when Mr. Staines was foiled 
in an attempt to provide a dramatic 
climax by opening a discussion on events 
arising out of the operation of the Public 
Safety Act.

The plenary session to-day of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations centred 
mainly on the proposals of the Japanese 
delegates for a conference of the Powers 
concerned in the problems in the Pacific

It was proposed that the delegates 


representing Great Britain, Canada, the 
United States, Australia, China, Russia, 
France and Japan should attend the con- 
ference, which would discuss trade peace 
and migration. ‘The discussion, however, 
closed without any definite action being 
agreed upon. . i 

The Chinese delegates emphatically 
refused to consider the peace proposals 
presented by Japanese delegates until 
Japan had withdrawn from ‘Manchuria. 

he Japanese had suggested a modifica- 

tion of Article 16 of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations to make it possible for 
the United States to enter the League. 

Sir Andrew McFadyean, a member of 
the British delegation, told the conference 
that war was inevitable if the grave issue 
now confronting the Pacific area were not 
settled.

In June, 1912, when a meeting of the Tsar 
and the Kaiser was pending, the French 
Foreicn Minister was worried about it. He 
considered it would be too great a strain on 
understandings which unite France, Kussia 
and England, to await without action the 
event and outcome of the meeting. 

Common action for peace by the Five 
Powers was secured during the Tripoli war. 


RUSSIAN ANXIETY. 


When the Balkan League was being formed 
for the attack on Turkey, the British Ambas- 
sador again told the Tsar of his chief's 
anxiety not to see Europe split into groups. 

Sir Edward Grey s record is printed of a 
talk he had with Sazenow (Russian Foreign 
Minister) at Balmoral Castle in September, 
1912. Sazonow asked what the British Fleet 
could do for Russia if by her alliance with 
France she was involved in war with. 
Germany. 

The Foreign Secretary replied that the use 
of the Fleet, if we were at war, was a ques- 
tion for naval experts; but, of course, our 
Fleet, if it could not get the German Fleet 
to come out and fight—which was what we 
should like—would shut up and blockade 
the German North Sea coast. We 
desired to see difficulties between 
Germany and other Powers, particu- 
larly France, smoothed over when they arose, 
“Tí, however, Germany was led by her great 
—I might say unprecedented—strength to 
attempt to crush France, I did not think we 
should stand by and look on, but should do 
all we could to prevent France from being 
crushed.”’ 


A TURKISH OFFER. 

Some interesting pages of the book contain 
details, published for the first time, of an 
offer by Turkey to enter into a secret alliance 
with Britain. The documents were not dis- 
covered by the editors until after the text 
of the volume was in print, and they are put 
into an appendix. 

Turkey’s approach was made while the 
Tripoli war was. going on. She wanted 
either an alliance with Britain alone or to 
enter into the Entente, The offer came before 
the Cabinet, which decided (King George 
writing a minute of approval) that the 
matter could not be discussed while Turkey 
and Italy were at war. Turkey was given 
encouragement to raise it again after the 
war. 

KING EDWARD AND KING 
FERDINAND. 


It is somewhat of light relief to find a 
page on which the British Minister to Sofia 
writes—' ' Í am suffering from moral exhaus- 
tion after an hour's conversational fencing 
with King Ferdinand.” 

King Ferdinand was wondering whether 
he would have a good reception if he went 
fo England for King Edward’s funeral. King 
Hdward, he said, had scolded him three 
times for not being. on good terms with 
Austria, for visiting King Peter of Servia, 
and for acting in collusion with Austria on 
a particular matter. The Minister was able 
to tell King Ferdinand how warmly King 
Edward had spoken of him. “King Ferdi- 
nand is my near relation; he is clever, witty, 
and am interesting personality.’’ So King 
Ferdinand was reassured. 

_ King Ferdinand also figures prominently 
in a letter from Sir Fairfax L. Cartwright 
to Sir, Arthur Nicolson, over information 
that Bulgaria and Servia had concluded a 
kind of defensive alliance. Remarking that 
he did not know how the news would i” re- 
ceived at Vienna, Sir Fairfax said “he 
hoped Count Berchtold (the Atustro-Hun- 
garian Minister for Foreign Affaits) would 
act in. the same way as Aehrenthal (the

NIGHT RAID ON 
FARMER’S HOUSE. 
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WEXFORD YOUTHS SENT 
FOR TRIAL, 


At Enniscorthy District Court yesterday, 
two youths, Patrick Connors, farm labourer, 
and Alexander Leary, farmer’s son, both of 
Killabeg, Ferns, were charged with five cases 
of house-breaking and robbery, and were 
returned for trial on all charges. 

The charges included breaking into a fish: 
ing hut belonging to Charles Lett, and steal. 
ing a rook rifle and ammunition; breaking 
into Robert Swaine’s, Tincuriy, and taking 
£5 2s. 4d.; and three cases of breaking into 
shops and stealing goods, chiefly cigarettes,

Robert Swaine, Tincurry, a 70-years-old 
farmer, describimg the raid on his house in 
connection with which the youths are 
charged, stated that ar midnight on August 
5th, when alone in the house, his attention 
was attracted by a flash-lamp at the window 
and a voice shouting, ‘‘ Open the door,” 
He said he would not open it, and the 
window was then smashed and a shot was 
fired. ‘‘ The bullet hit the wall two feet 
over my head,” said witness. 

The door was pushed in, and two young 
men entered, each having a handkerchief 
over his face. One had a flash-lamp and 
the other a gun. They took a cheque for 
£3 and 2s. 4d. in cash, and then said ‘‘ Good 
night,” and went away. 

Sergeant McCarthy, Ferns, produced a 
statement alleged to have been made by 
Leary, in which he admitted all the charges, 
and described all the raids.

power of the Federal Reserve system 
has been thrown behind the Recovery pro- 
gramme, according to the New York Lvening 
Post. i 

The twelve Federal Reserve Banks have, it 
declares, begun a programme.of purchasing 
United States Government securities, which 
will add from 30,000,000 to 35,000,000 dollars 
weekly to the credit available to the member 
banks. 

The Evening Post adds that the Federal 
Reserve system proposes to continue the 
purchases in the open market at sach a pace 
as to force the hesitant member banks to lend 
more freely. In recent weeks the Federal 
Reserve purchases of Government securitiés 
have been in the neighbourhood of ten million 
dollars a week, so that the new programme 
means a trebling of this figure. 

How long the purchases of 30,000,000 to 
35,000,000 dollars a week ‘will continue can- 
not be determined in advance, but it is said 
on excellent authority, adds the Hvening 
Post, that the programme will be maintained 
until the desired effect is obtained. 

The weekiy Federal Reserve Bank revort, 
issued this evening, appears to confirm the 
Evening Post statement, because it revews 
an increase of 35,000,000 dollars (£7,000,000 
at par) in the holdings of United States 
Government securities, | 


PEACE IN INDUSTRY 
MOVE. 


To-day the National recovery movement 
made progress with the network of codes 
whicg is now spreading over the whole of 
American industrial life.

If disputes arise 
as to who were the representatives of labour 
oi the workers’ own choosing, then the 
National Recovery Administration would offe: 
their services to conduct au investigation, 
taking a secret ballot if necessary. This ruling 
applies to pending codes, especially those for 
the coal and motor car industries.

The death of Timur, which has allowed Ma 
Tchan Tsang to gain control of both the old 
and the new cities of Kashgar, and con- 
sequently the main supplies of arms and 
money, resulted from the failure of the Turkis 
and Kirghiz to form an alliance against the 
Tungan tribe. i 

General Usman Ali, the Kirghiz leader, 
with a large force, returned to Kashgar on 
tha invitation of Timur, with the object of 
making a concerted attack on Ma Tchan Tsang 
and the Tungans from Kashgar New City. 
The Kirghiz declined to undertake the task 
without assistance, while Timur was unwill- 
ing to participate with his troops. As a 
result the relations between the Turkis and 
the Kirghiz became strained, and Usman Ali, 
with his troops, left Kashgar on the eighth 
of this month. Timur then coilected all 
available troops, and pursued the Kirghiz in 
tue hopes of disarming them before they 
reached the hills. Ma Tchan Tsang, taking 
advantage of Timur’s absence, captured Kasl- 
gar Old City the next morning, and when 
imur returned to Kashgar he was met by 
the “Tungan troops, captured and killed. 

There also has been renewed trouble in 
Rarkand, but no details have as yet been 
received. 

[Note—The runnirg warfare in Chinese- 
Turkestan began with a quarrel between the 
Tungans, originally Chinese settlers, but long 
since convirted to Mohammedanism, and the 
Chinese. The Chinese called the Kirghiz, 
and the Khotan Nomads, to assist them 
sant the Tungans and the Turkis, but the 

irghiz, Khotans and Turkis joined in at- 
tacking the Chinese and Tungans with much 
loss of life. Following their early successes 
they soon began to quarrel over the spoils, 
and the death of Timur has consequently 
greatly strengthened the hand of the Chinese, 
who recently sent in a commissioner to in- 
quire into the grievances that led to the 
revolt. ]

Mr, Reginald Cornish, De we mag sees to 
the County Council, called by Mr. Vaughan, 
said that Mr. Macgregor Fry, manager of the 


‘Cambrian Asphalt Company, Chepstow, called 


at his office with a letter signed “ Enos 
Griffiths,”’ and referring to tenders. Mr. Fry 
said that he had been so pestered by this 
sort of thing that he had called at the office 
in order that it might be stopped. 

Mr. Cornish said that he had an interview 
with Griffiths, who was employed on road 
work at Landstone, near Newport. He 
agreed that he had written the letter to Mr. 
Fry, and stated that he had a great amount

Dr. Ruppin, whose speech was an 8.0.S. to 
the world to help German Jewry, advocated 
the settlement of the German Jews m 
Palestine and other countries. He appealed 
to the United States, which, it is estimated, 
could absorb 100,000 German Jews within the 
next few years, to relax their immigration 
laws and quotas in their favour. 

He also appealed to the League of Nations 
to help to place 50,000 German Jews in other 
countries, apart from Palestine. 

Dr. Ruppin déclared that there was no 
salvation for the German Jews except through 
emigration. . The present German régime did 
not allow them to become farmers or artizans, 
and there were no openings for them in com- 


merce, 
JEWRY WILL NOT 


FORGIVE. 


Dr. Sokolov, the President of the Jewish 
Agency, declared that the Jews would never 
forget or forgive Germany’s insult to Jewry. 
It was not the German Jew, but the entire 
Jewish people that were’ attacked when they 
spoke of the Jewish race being inferior, and 
degraded Jewish honour in this unrestrained 
manner. 

In the afternoon a resolution was adopted 
on the situation of the Jews in Germany, and 
protesting against anti-Semitism. 
| separate motion was tabled by Mr. 
Vladimir Jabotinski’s Zionist Revisionists*in 
the shape of an appeal to Great Britain and 
the League of Nations to allow free immigra- 
tion into Palestine under the exclusive 
guidance of the Zionist organisation. 

The resolution also required tlie formation 
of Jewish defer.ce troops to guarantee the 
safety of the Jewish population. 

An important agreement has been reached 
with the German Government under which 
an amount up to 3,000,000 marks (£150,000 
at par) may be taken out of the country in 
the shape of German goods of any kind by 
Jews going to settle in Palestine, according 
to an announcement by the Palestine Emi- 
gration Office here. 

Amounts approved by the Currency De- 
partment up to the total mentioned will be 
permitted to he placed to a special account 
in the Anglo-Palestine Bank for this purpose, 
and a Palestine Trust Corporation 1s to be 
established to carry out such transactions. 

The agreement, the Jewish Telegraph 
Agency is trustworthily informed, does not 
limit the period during which the goods pur- 
chased have to be taken out of Germany, 
and as soon as the sum mentioned is 
exhausted it is understood that the German 
Government will be willing to renew the 
agreement for a similar or larger amount. 

The agreement provides that the goods are 
to be sent only to Palestine.

PROFESSOR J. S. BAXTER, 
M.A., LL.D., K.C. 


The death of Professor James Sinclair 
Baxter, M./ , LL.D., K.C., took place yes- 
terday, after a week’s illness, at Kane’s 
Hotel; Giant’s Causeway, Portrush. Professor 
Baxter, who had been on holidays at Port- 
stewart, was on a visit to Professor Henry, 
Queen’s University, who was stopping at the 
Causeway Hotel, when he collapsed. The 
eldest son of the late Mr. John A. Baxter, 
of Belfast, he was educated at the Royal Bel- 
fast Academical Institution, and the then 
Queen’s College, Belfast, His 
career was a very brilliant one.

Royal University of Ireland in 1888, and 
price as B.A. with honours in Modern 
terature in 1891. In 1894 he obtained the 
degree of LL.B. with first class honors in 
the University of London.

The total] number of deaths in the twelve 
towns was 156, and 97 of these occurred in 
the City of Dublin. Thirteen deaths of 
children under the age of two years were 
caused by diarrhea and enteritis. 

Thirty of the dedths recorded for Dublin 
during the week were those of children under 
five years, 21 being infants under one year. 

The total of 328 births registered in the 
twelve principal towns represents a rate of 
25 per 1,000 of the population. In Dublin the 
rate was 26.1, the total number of births

Bank of “England réturn is the further con- 
traction of £4,887,495 in the active note 
circulation to £374,564,938, which is 
£10,573,542 higher than at the same date last 
year, Gold held in the issue department is 
only £6,732 higher on the week at the new 
high record for all time of £190,169,177 as 
compared with last year’s figure of 
£158,728,341. 

As a result of the return of notes from 
circulation, the Bank’s total reserve has 
risen by £4,865,996 to the hizh total of 
£76,941 ,982, a rise on the year of £26,227,696. 

Another feature of the return is the rise 
of about £15.000,000 in public deposits to 
£32,242,854 and the corresponding drop 
of £7,624,942 .in bankers’ balances to 
£90,543,220. Government securities in the 
banking department have risen by £2.650,000 
to £94.905,9653. i 
Conseguent upon the rise in the reserve, 
the proportion of that item to liabilities is 
0.8 per cent. higher at 46.5 per cent., as 
against 57.1 per cent. a year ago.

An apology was made at the weekly meet- 
ing of the Dublin Port and Docks Board 
esterday by the Chairman (Mr. Walter 
aird) to Alderman A. Byrne, T.D., Lord 
Mayor, for a statement made at the previous 
meeting, when the question of renovations 
at the Bull Wall had been raised.

When he heard 
that the latter had been received he tele- 
phoned to the City Manager oe the 
circumstances and offering a humble apology, 
and he now wished to do the same to the 
Lord Mayor. 

In reference to the matter of the Bull Wall, 
the Lord Mayor, Mr. Baird continued, was 
anxious to have a committee set up to con- 
sider the question of renovation. He, the 
Engineer and Secretary had inspected the 
Bull Wall, and he had found the position 
even better than he had ge Sy 

The Engineer, at the end of each season, 
did his best to put the place in the best 
condition he could, but there were some 
repairs that the Engineer might carry out 
before the usual time. 

The Lord Mayor, Mr. Baird added, had an 
ambitious scheme in mind so to improve the 
place as to make it really a place of enjoy- 
ment for the citizens of Dublin. 

To bring about that a large sum of money 
would be required, and unless it was taken 
up nationally and under the egis of the 
Board of Works and the Corporation he was 
afraid it would hardly fructify in the way 
suggested. That, however, was a matter for 
the future, and they might bear it in mind. 
A sub-committee’ had been appointed to deal 
with the. question and reply to the City 
Manager’s letter.

WHEN COACHING 

WAS “THE THING.” 


summer holiday on the roads, speeding 

"smoothly, surely, swiftly, hither and 
thither, in 200-mile stages which oceupy only 
half a motorist’s day, would find it interesting 
to compare their lot with that of the traveller 
of less than a couple of centuries ago, writes 
a correspondent in the Manchester Wuardian. 

It appears to have been not until 1754 that 
the business community of Manchester, for 
instance, became “ speed-minded,”’ as the 
Americans say, Until then a week or more 
for a =e up to London had been considered 
reasonable enough. But in that year a group 
of Manchester's business men got together 
and launched the first “ Flying Coach,’’ which 
was to do the journey in four days and a half 
—and sometimes actually did. 

Yet this speed was thought unsafe, and the 
jess dare-devil travellers went in the slower 
vehicles. Palmer's Improved Mail-Coaches, 
plying a little later between Edinburgh and 
London, strove to maintain an average eight 
miles an hour, and Lord Campbell's memoirs 
tell how he was warned not to journey in 
tlem, as stories were spread that passengers 
had died of apoplexy in consequence of the 
speed. Probably there were fast and bumpy 
spurts on the level, which upset a traveller 
or two with a weak heart, 

In 1763 the stage coach fared forth once a 
month hetween Edinburgh and London, 
tahing trom 12 to 14 days each way. ‘That 
was good going compared with what the state 
ot the reads permitted in 1678, when a coach 
service was started between Glasgow and 
Edinburgh. to make the return trip, now a 
matier of a couple of hours for the motorist, 
in six days. Six horses were needed ! 

ihe condition of the roads was much as 
ene finds it in modern Russia and China. 
Few, indeed, of the main highways out of 
Londen could be traversed by coaches at all. 
Always before the King or Queen made a 
journey gangs of labourers were sent out to 
remove the worst of the loose stones and fallen 
limbs of trees and to fill in the worst. mud. 
holes; that, too, is what happens in Persia 
te-day when the Dictator plans a journey. 
Few judges had not known what it was to 
experience a capsizing of their coach, on 

assize rounds, and a eis 
undignified emergence from a bath of mud. 
Juries were kept waiting while the judge’s 
coach was dug out of morasses and hauled

deep ruts; the road from Newnham to 
Chepstow he calls a series of hills like the 
roofs of houses joined. The North English 
roads between Richmond and Darlington 
were “like to dislocate my bones,’’ In the 
roads of Lancashire he measured ruts four 
feet deep, full of mud. In Staffordshire, 
before the numerous canals were dug, the 
roads were so appalling that, in Wedgwood’s 
day, it cost a abiline a mile (the equivalent 
of more tian a modern florin) to move baskets 
of earthenware in one-ton consignments, 

It was in the reign of Philip and Mary, 
about 1685, that Parliament first legislated 
for improving road conditions, the preamble 
of the statute describing our highways as 
‘tedious and noisome to travel on,” Each 
year cyery parish was to elect two surveyors 
of highways and provide men, tools and 
carts for the local repairs. But the system 
seems to have failed, partly from general 
parochial aversion from spending time and 
trouble on pikes on which the chief fault- 
finders were gentry from distant parts (let 
‘em make their own pikes if ourn ain t$ good 
enough for ‘em!), and partly from ignorance 
of how to make repairs that would last. 


TOLL GATES. 

In the reign of Charles the Second the toll- 
gate system wag established on many high- 
ways; it provided labour, but it did not 
provide road-making brains. 
often found to be in better shape, indeed, 
because less traffic used them, and the village 
authorities put more energy into their upkeep, 
as they were used by neighbours, not 
gallivanting strangers. ) 

All through the Middle Ages, and down 
to times, indeed, remembered by our great- 
grandfathers, it was much more comfortable 
to journey on a horse than behind a horse. 
Much more travelling was done that way than 
in vehicles by the nobility and gentry, until, 
late in the reign of George the fhir , horse- 
back travellers had become so numerous that 
coach-riding tended to become a social distine- 
tion, and it became ‘‘the thing”’ to journey 
in vehicles, one’s family erest prominently 
blazoned on each door-—an ‘advertisement 
impossible on a hoyse’s withers. 

What a contrast from the roads the Romans 
built! One of my pet secrets is the where- 
abouts of a. section of Roman road I dis- 
covered in a corner of the woods meandering 
away from the country seat of a nobleman. 
Apart from a couple of parallel banks and 
rounded ditches among the growth, and 
a study of the Ordnance map, you would not 
suspect anything unusual, A few inches 
under the moss, dead leaves, and light leaf 
mould, however, is the surface of a perfect 
flint-surfaced highway, which might have
